In recent 
rears the tendency has been to fek 
fruste in early fall and plant bite. 

One of the most troublesome ineects 
is the street potato flea beetle. It is 
about oneelxteenth of an tnch long and 
has a brassy brown coat, 

These beetles chew out arrow 
croores or channels on either the upper 
or under side of the leaves. These 
channels are at frst close to and parel- 
lel with some of the principal veina. If 
the weather happens to be dry and bot 
the entire plant will probably die. 

To destroy this insect an application 
of arsenical poison may be used. The 
simplest plan is to dip the plants be- 
fore setting in a mixture of one pound 
14 per cent arsenate of lead to ten gal 
fons of water. If 12 per cent arsenate 
of lead is used, one pound should be 
added to six gallons of water. This 
will not injure the plants in any way. 
Spraying will not answer the same pur 
pose as dipping, because it is imposst- 
ble to coat the leaves on the under 
side. 

Bran fs very attractive to cutworma, 
and they may be killed In the fleld by 
the ose of polsoned bran. They take 
this food In preference to the green 
plants. To poison the bran mix one 
pound of white arsenate and paris 
green with fifty pounds of bran and 
five pounds powdered sugar. 
ter enough to molsten thoroughly. A 
spoonful of this to a hill of plants will 
attract every cntworm in the fleld in 
two or three nights.American Agri- 
culturist.

The Werld’s Diamond Trust. 


The world’s supply of diamonds is 
controlled by some half a dozen Lon- 
don firms, collectively known as the 
London Diamond Syndicate. The mem-

XV.—Farm Cheesemak- 
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(Copyright, 19, by A. C. McClurg & Col} 


OST country people are Eng- 
lish enough to like home 
grown and homemade food 
products. This is maluly why 

the making of small farm cheeses ap- 
peals to them. If made at the time of 
the year when milk is cheapest one can 
produce an extra nice quality of cheese 
at a very reasonable cost. 

Cheese does not hold Its proper place 
in ovr dietary. tt shoukd be more 
largely used on our tables and should 
eften take the place of meat at a meal. 

The process of manufacturing cheese 
on tbe farm should be as simple as 
possible, and the time from starting 
until the cheese is put to press should 
be between four and five hours. The 
milk must be sweet and pure, and e- 
pecially of, good flavor. If the fresb 
morning’s milk be mixed “with” the 
previous day's milk properly cared for, 
it ts usually in about the right con 
dition for making cheese {9 regard to 
the acidity. 

In factory work much stress ts laid 
on having the milk at a proper ripe 
peas before actring It, and either the 
acidimeter or the rennet test is used 
to determine the amount of acid pres 
ent in the milk. With the aciiimeter 
it should show from .18 to .19 per 
cent of acid; by the rennet test. 28 to 
1 gecoads, when In condition for set- 
(Ing. f + RR 4d om 
A large tho or churn or new tub~In 
fact, any clean vessel which wil! hold 
milk and not injure it~will auawer us 
a cheese vat, 

Heat the milk to 86 degrees F. by 
setting It on the stove and stirring or 
by placing a clenn can of hot water 


in it. Re prepared to go on with the 


work or the milk kept at this temper 
‘ature may develop too much acid. 

If the cheese Is to be colored use a 
small teaspoonful of cheese culor to 
100 pounds of milk (ten gallonm. Add 
the color to a pint of the milk and etir 
well Into the milk In the vat. 

For every twenty-five pounds of milk 
use one teaxpounful of rennet. Try to 
get the rennet at a cheese factory. 
Junket of renvet tablets, such as drug: 
gists sell, are often nut satisfactory. 
Dilute the rennet in a piut of cold 
water and pour it in u stream @p 
and down the milk, stirring well all 
the time and continue stirring two or 
thre: minutes. Corer the vat to keep 
‘the milk warm. _* 

Try the milk o¢casionally to see when 
it has sufficiently coagulated by insert- 
ing the index finger into the curd and 
with the thumb making a dent or slight 
cut in the curd just at the base of the 
finger, then slowly moving the finger 
forward. If the curd breaks clean like 
a firm but tender custard It ts ready to 
cut. The time from setting or adding 
the rennet to cutting Is usually about 
twenty minutes. The older or riper 
the milk the more quickly the rennet 
will act upon it. Overripe milk will 
give a dry, acidulous cheese. 

Cutting the Curd. 

If yon expect to make much cheese 
1 would advise getting a set of curd 
knives, Use the borizontal knife first, 
cutting slowly lengthwise of the vat. 
Then with the perpendicular knife cut 
crosswise and afterward lengthwise of 
the vat. This makes the curd Into 
cubes from a quarter Inch to a half 
foch square, according to the knife 
nsed. For factory work the quarter 
inch wire knife is highly recommend- 
ed. While more tedious, a long bladed 
carving koife or a thin bladed sword 
answers the purpose. First cat length- 
wise Into strips one-third Inch wide, 
thed crosawise the same, then borizon- 
tally as well as you can. Begin stir- 
ring gently, and continue the entting 
if the carving knife is used till the 
curd fs of aniform aize. 

While the.stirring Is going o9 beat 
may be slowly applied. The vat may 
be set In a vessel holding warm water, 
or a clean can filled with bot water 
may be pnt into the. vrat..After the 
whey has separnted pretty well from 
the curd a pallful may be dipped ont 
and beated to 130 to 140 degrees. Do 
not hate any curd in the whey. The

Struck by Lightning and Lady 
Still Lives 


(Belleville Ontario, Sept. 10th) 


One of the most remarkable escapes 
from death by lightning stroke oc- 
eurred at Ross’ Corners, four miles 
north of the city this morning. The 
electric storm which passed over this 
section between seven and eight 
o'clock was of great severity, one 
thunder crash following another in al- 
most instant succession. 

Mrs. James Smith, who resides near 
Ross’ Corners, went out on the veran- 
dah during the progress of the storm 
to catch some of the rain water falling 
from the eaves. She was holding up 
a dish at arm's length under the stream 
that was running down when a bolt 
struck the house entering by way of 
the chimney. It passed down the side 
of the house and scattered the debris 
in every direction in its course. Cur- 
tains and roller blind on one of the 
windows were torn. to shreds and the 
walls bedly shattered. The fluid ap- 
parently ran along the eave trough to 
where Mrs. Smith was standing. 
Here it perhaps followed one of the} 
streams from the eaves. In any event| 
Mra. Smith was knocked senseless and 
her clothing set on fire. Dr. J. A. 
Faulkner was hastily summoned, but 
before his arrival she had regained 
consciousness. It was ascertained 
that she had been struck below her up- 
lifted.arm, a ‘severe burn in the side 
disclosing where the current had en- 
tered. It then ran along her right 
side and made its exit at her toes. 
The third and fourth toes of the right 
foot were badly lacerated in the pro- 
cess and her shoe was ripped to pieces. 

That Mrs. Smith still lives is consid- 
ered miraculous. It is yet too soon 
to state whether her recovery is to be 
expected, but we understand that the 
physician has some hopes of her ulti- 
mate restoration. 

The loss to the residence is fully 
covered by insurance.

He stupified with aleohol ants from 
different nests, and placed them near 
one of the nests. The ants trom that 
nest.came out and carried their help- 
less nestmates home, but threw the 
bodies of their enemies away. Evi- 
dently friend and foe were distinguish- 
ed by something other than their be- 
havior. ; 

A German physiologist, Bethe, has 
solved the problem in the following 
way: He suspected that ants from a 
foreign nest might have an odor that 
excited the warlike instincts of ants 
im the home nest. Accordingly, he 
took a number of ants from one nest, 
killed them, and crushed their bodies 
so that the bedy fluids were pre 
out. Taking some live anta from a 
second nest, he first dipped them in 
water and alcohol, and <:en into the 
body fluids of the other ants. He 
then returned them to their own nest. 
Their nestmates fell upon them as if 
they had been total strangers, and 
they were driven out, and in some 
instances killed. 

On the other hand, Bethe found 
that the foreign nest, the odor of 
which they now presumably bore, 
would receive peaceably the ants 
which had undergone the transform. 
ing treatment. 

Other observers have confirmed 
these results of Bethe’s, for many spe- 
cies of ants. The truth then seems 
to be that any ant odor differing from 
their own puts the ants into a war- 
iike attitude. 

It is true that this explanation re- 
quires one to suppose that a different 
odor belongs to every ant nest, and 
this seems hard to believe, yet noth- 
ing else appears to account for the

HERE is no more remuneratirve 
method of disposing of milk 
and cream from the farm than 
supplying the retail trade. 

At the present time there are few 
businesses which if viewed in the prop 
er light present such a serious aspect. 

MUk is almost the sole food ‘of the 
infapt man the first year or two of his 
life’ He depends entirely on it during 
bis frailest and most helpless period. 
A great number of babies have to de- 
pend solely on cows’ milk for thelr 
nourishment. The purity of the milk 
has a marked influence on the health 
of the child. Mlk laden with bacteria 
ls always more or less unwholesome 
and may to infants be actually and ac- 
tively polsonous, giving rise to romit- 
ing, diarrhea and gastro-intestinal dis- 
turbances. I would not unduly alarm, 
but to read statistics of the mortality 
of infants and to see the great nam- 
ber of deaths sald to be directly at- 
tributed to bad milk make one shud- 
der at what is going on. It appears 
like murder without intent. 

These conditions exist mostly In large 
cities where the milk fs shipped from 
all quarters for great distances. 

When oa farmer sends off a can of 
milk he has no idea into what homes it 
finds its way. Some ts likely to go to 
feed a tiny baby, some the very sick 
and some the enfeebled aged—al! with 
weak digestion and low ritality, all de- 
pending on the milk to strengthen and 
build them up. 

The man who supplies a city or town 
milk trade should think of these 
things; should think of the lives he 
really holds in his keeping. The cow 
has little to answer for personally in 
regard to bad milk. 

There are but two things necessary 
to keep the milk pure and sweet. Keep 
the milk clean, then the bacterial con- 
tent will be low. Quickly cool the 
milk and keep st cold, and the bacteria 
which are in it will cease to derelop. 
Pasteurization is recommended, but 
where the other two requirements are 
rigidly enforced it is not necessary. 
Besides, pasteurized milk does not 
agree with every one. 

In some provinces and states there Is 
legislation regarding the percentage of 
fat and total solids in milk. Vastly 
more important ia it that a certain 
standard of purity be enforeed. There 
is no more vital food problem than 


that of the milk supply. Some go so | 


far as to say that dairy farms should 
be under municipal management just 
the same as the water system. Every 
detall of the milk trade would then be 


under special inspection, which should 


result in supplying purer milk and low- 
ering the death rate among infants. 
Milk For Retail, 

The Ideal method for preparing milk 
for retall is, first, to have the milk of 
best quailty. Take it to the milk room 
separate from the stable and immedl- 
ately cool {it to 45 degrees. Then bot- 
tle In sterilized botties and seal the tops 
with paraffined paper caps. 
be shipped as soon as possible, either 
packed In ice or fn refrigerator cars. 
Milk should reach the consumer not 
later than twenty-four hours after tt ts 
drawn. 

When we see orsters, ice cream, etc. 
carried in paper pails the paper mfk 
bottle may come into use in the near 
future. It certainly would do away 
with the dread of badly washed giass 
bottlea. 

As bacteria lurk fn the crevices of 
imperfectly cleaned ressels, all pails 
and cans in which milk ls placed shouid 
be thoroughly cleaned and scalded. It 
is most Important that there be no hid- 
den nooks and corners in the tinware. 
Blind seams and cretices are breeding 
Placea for the worst forma of germ life. 
A llberal use of solder renders the in- 
alde of pails, cans. dippers and strain. 
ers perfectly smooth and cleauable. 

Not until we get the consumes 
roused to the Importance of clean milk 
will conditions -greatiy Improve. To 
most of them milk ts milk, and that ts 
the beginning and end of it They 
should be concerned about Its source.

The Cream Trade. | 

Cream for retali should recefre the |

| same care as milk. Cream is generally | 
sold by the quart or gallon and should 
be of stipulated per cent of fat. Com. 
mercial or single cream usually con- 
talns from 20 to 25 per cent fat. Don. 
ble cream 40 per cent. It takes three 
aod onethird pints of 20 per cent | 
cream to make a pound of butter. By 
comparing the price obtained for cream 
with that for butter, one can ascer- 
tato which te the better way of dispos. 
ing of the cream. Practically speak- 
ing, 100 pounds of 4 per cent milk wil! 
make 20 pounds (two gallons) of 20 
per cent cream. 

It is a crime to add to the milk or 
cream any preservative. There are 
few, if any, that are not injurious, and 
many are really polsonous. Agents will 
sell a powder or solution which. if used 
to rinse the cans, will prevent the milk 
from souring. Surely such an argu- 
ment should arouse suspicion. These 
so called remedies have been known 
to contain enough formaldehyde (a 
poison) to be dangerously harmful. 

The farmer may add a little preserv. 
ative saying, “This pinch cannot do 
any harm.” The wholesale man, not 
knowing what bas already been done, 
adds his small portion, and the retall 
dealer, who runs the greatest risk of 
the milk souring, puts in an extra 
dose. No one Is able to sum up the sad 
results. ; 

When ordinary milk does not sour 
under usual conditions within a reason- 
able time, there Is something wrong. 

More attention is each year being 
given to the retail trade. Legislative 
sanitary inspection of the milk, cows 
and stables and the establishing of 
pure milk depots to supply mHk for 
infants especially are 
evils. 2 
Milk produced under the neat of con- 
ditions, cooled Immediately and bottled 
has been kept sweet for eighteen days 
in the heat of summer. The milk was 
not pasteurized. 

Cleanliness and prompt cooling were 
the only preservatives. We can recom- 
mend no others. 


Milk Definitions, 

Standard milk is milk which con- 
forms to certain requirements which 
usually specify the minimum per cent 
of fat, and solids not fat, and some- 
times the maximum number of bacteria 
per cubic centimeter allowable in milk 
offered for sale. The amounts required 
or permitted differ in different coun- 
tries. 

Sanitary milk, guaranteed milk, are 
terms applied to milk produced under 
conditions necessary to secure a pure, 
wholesome product. 

Certified milk is milk produced under 
ideal conditions—healthy cows, espe- 
clally adapted sanitary stables, healthy 
clean milkers. The milk ts bottled,

Pasteurized milk or cream ts milk 
or cream which has been heated below 
the boiling polnt, but suffictently to kill 
most of the active organisms present 
and immediately cooled to 50 degrees 
or below. Pasteurizing temperatures 
range from 140 to 185 degrees. 

Sterilized milk is milk that has been 
bented to the temperature of bolling | 
water (212 degrees) or higher for a 
length of time sufficient to kill all or 
ganisms present. 

Condensed or evaporated milk is milk 
from which a considerable portion of 
water bas been eraporated. The sweet- 

ened brands contain a high percentage

Cows Were Milked by the 
Aid of Electricity 


The novel feature of Belleville fair 
was the exhibit of farming imple- 
ments operated by electricity and 
different household belie also operated 
by electricity that was shown con- 
aed by the Seymour Power and 

Slectric Co and The Trenton Electric 
and Water Company. 

In this exhibit was shown a large 
buzz-saw for use on the farm, a straw 
cutter operated by motor that attract- 
ed considerable attention, a root cut- 
ter also operated by a motor, a 
pump that will look after the water 
supply of the average house and which 
does not take any more power to oper- 
ate than an ordinaty 32 candle power 
lamp, a meat grinder that was operat- 
ed by a self contained motor,a washing 
machine that received considerable at- 
tention from the ladies present,as this 
machine which costs about a half a 
cent an hour to operate it, washes the 
clothes and by a special attachment 
wrings them. 

A demonstration was also given of 
cooking by electricity. A baker de- 
monstrated the use of the electric 
range, cooked a number of different 
kinks of cakes, and showing the ladies 
the great ease with which the electric 
range is operated. These samples 
were atly enjoyed by a number of 
the visitors, They were also shown 
the electric iron, coffee percolator and | 
toaster and also other household helps |

These cows were never milked in this 
way before but did not pay any atten- 
tion to the fact that they were being 
milked by a mechanical milker. 

Taking the exhibit on the whole it 
was avery creditable one, attracting 
a great deal of attention and no doubt 
our farmers will look forward to the 
time when these appliances can be 
used on the farm.

TEACH OBEDIENCE. 


A good trainer and a good driver 
seldom uses the word ‘‘whoa,’’ but

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FEEDING VALUES. 


Based on the average farm price 
of feeds for the last ten years, oats 
are worth on the farm $19.37 per 
ton, and feeding of the skim-milk 
to the calves is worth $17.50 per 
ton, and has a feeding value of $21.- 
98; corn is worth $13.63 per ton, 
and has a feeding value of $22.66. 
In other words, at the average farm 
price, a dollar’s worth of feed in 
oats costs 92 cents; in barley, 80 
cents; and in corn, 65 cente. The 
feeding value is figured on the basis 
of bran at $20 per ton. On this 
same basis, a dollar’s worth of food 
nutriments could be supplied in 
clover hay for 40 cents; in fodder 
corn 57 cents; and in timothy hay 
for 60 cents; in ensilage for 78 
cents. 

In view of the above facts, it is 
plain that a combination of corn 
and clover will make a most eco- 
nomical feed.

It is, and has been, the policy 
of the Whitney administration 
to increase the productiveness 
of the land and to improve the 
condition of the farmer by in- 
troducing a better system of 
farming than that of a few 
years ago.

As to the benefits to be de- 
\riyed from this friendly compe- 
tition in the production of farm 
products there can be no doubt, 
‘and as we were somewhat cur- 
‘ious to find. out how far the 
farmers of Madoc township— 
ithe banner township of this 
Derk showing their ap- 
preciation of the government's 
‘efforts in their behalf, we ascer- 
jtained the number of farmers 
‘in this township who are mem- 
\bers of the Madoe Agricultural | 
| Assot¢iation, and also the num- 
\ber of farmers in the township, 
‘and were surprised to find that 
‘only 57 farmers out of 800 are 
‘members of this Association. 
| Can any safe deductions 
drawn from these figures? Do 
farmers not believe in the use- 
ifulness of these fairs? 
they lacking in local pride in 
‘their own institutions? Are 
| they afraid to enter into friend- 
ily competition with their nei 
bors in the products of 
farm? Do they consider: the 
membership fee too high? Are 
they waiting to be solicited for 
| their subscriptions ? 

We do not know why there 
is such lack of interest, but it is 
‘certain that unless the farmers 
|make some efforts to support 
their own institutions, teas 
|societies will be short lived. If

UPPER EGYPT TO MADOC 


Following is an interesting account 
of the travels of a party in Egypt, 
sent to Mrs. M. Franks, of town, by 
her brother, Mr. Allan Moore, who is 
a native of this township: 


Assiout, Upper Ferry 
. Aug. 1912. 


You wanted to know more about 
our holiday trip in the Holy Land. I 
will try now to write a fuller account 
but it must, of necessity, be brief as 
there is so much to relate and, besides, 
I hope (D.V.) to prepare a small vol- 
ume in which you will be able to get 
all the details. I trust this letter will 
suffice until the book is printed, and if 
never printed I may give you more 
later on. 

On June 6th we (Miss Clark, Mani- 
toba; Miss Sinclair, Carleton Place ; 
Mrs. Moore and myself) went on board 
the French boat sailing from Port 
Said at the head of the great Suez 
canal to Beyrout, a large town in 
Syria. The journey was pleasant and 
only lasted some 20 hours, arriving at 
the latter town the next morning 
about 8 a.m. 

Beyrout is a very beautiful town 
nestling in a semi-circle range of great 
hills on St. George’s Bay on the west- 
ern end of the Mediterranean sea. 
Little is known of its early history un- 
til the time of the Koman Empire 
when the Emperor A tus made it 
acolony. We stayed there from Sat- 
urday until Tu y and made two

MANURE SPREADER’S WORTH. 


Helpa te De Away With W. 
Methods of Piling Fertilizer, 
When two years ago | purchased a 
manure spreader re laughed at

When the manure {ts applied with a 
spreader it is pot on uniformly, and all 
parts of the feld are equally benefited, 
When the manure was dumped tn piles 
it frequently bappened that the work 
of spreading was postponed for some 
time, and the result was that much of 
the fertilizing powers of the manure 
leached out or were igst through fer 


" mentation. 


The manure spreader saves not only 
the plant food elements in the manure, 
but also time and labor, since the work 
ts done all at one time. It does two 
very important things and does them 
wellit thoroughly pulverizes the ma- 
nure, no matter how coarse, and dis 
tributes (t finely and evenly in @- form 
in which it can at once do ite work. 
Seemingly many farmera have more 
manute than they want, and instead 
of prizing it as a means of Increasing 
their crope they look upon ft as a nul- 
sance to be got rid of with the least 
possible labor. 

If farmers would only give the 
spreader a trial and carefully observe 
the good it does they would never be 
without one. When stable and barn: 
yard manure is applied by using the 
spreader the effect on meadows and 
other crops ts much better than when 
it is spread with a fork. The increas 
ed results will frequently pay for the 
machine in one year, 

Manure should not be allowed to Ile 
outside the barn very long, for it will 
lose much of ite value. In order to 
get the most out of it as a soll fertt- 
Hzer it should as soon as made be 
hauled out on to the Geld and spread. 
No farmer can to allow manure 
to waste when his soll needs it badly. 
I keep a great many hens and have a 
considerable amount of ben manare. 
For distributing this the spreader is 
excellent, and for this purpose, if for 
no other, I shonld have one “A 
spreader will pay for iteelf io a short 
time, 


A little farm well tilled is bet- 
ter than broad acres to be 


grown up in weeds. Farmers 
are losing millions every year 
trying to cultivate too much 
land. Try fewer acres better cul- 
tivated.

The executive mansion may have 
been called the White House before 
that time, but this investigator says 
that he has never been able to find any 
record of it. If Madison did not offi- 
ciate at the christening it has been 
emphatically stated by the historian 
that he took a prominent part in pub- 
lishing the fact that the White House 
was to be the name of the mansion. 
Up to the time of President Madison 
the executive mansion, which ts the 
legal name for it, was generally spo- 
ken of as the president's house, but 
since then it has been known by its 
permanent name of White House.--Ex- 
change.

A grea 
many of the applicants state that they 
are just commencing, or are about to 
commence, sheep raising and that 
they wish to learn how to handle a 
a flock succcessfully. This bulletin 
contains a- chapter specially poares 
for such persons describing how best 
to establish a flock of commercial 
sheep. The author, Mr. J. B, Spencer, 
recommends a flock of fifteen ewes as 
the minimum for a farm of one hun- 
dredacres. Such a flock can be ine | 
creased with experience, but not be- 
yond twenty to twenty-five unless it 
is desired to make a special business 
of sheep raising. With the manage- 
ment and care described in the bulle- 
tin, anincrease through lambs can be 
expected of from 150 to 175 per cent 
and it should be the latter. 

The early weeks of autumn is to be 
the best time to purchase ewes as then 
one can select those that have raised

Murderers Were Once Buried Alive. 
Tied te Their Victimea. i 

Old time punishment for offenses at | 
sea was most severe. The code of the | 
time of Richard 1. of England, drawa | 


| ap for the goverument of bis feet on i 


the crusades, provided “that whoso 
killed any person on shipboard should | 
be tied with him that was slain and 
thrown into the sea. And If he killed 
him on the land he should fo like man- 
ner be tied with the partie slain and 
be buried with him tn the earth.” 

In Elizabeth's time a thief was to be 
ducked three times, towed ashore at 
the stern of a boat and marooned with 
a loaf of bread and a can of beer. 
Motiny was punishable by the cul- 
prit’s being hanged by his heels “until 
his brains were beaten oute against 


ed” with a bucket of water; on the 
next oceasion he was to be strung up 
by his wrists and to hare two buckets 
of water poured Into his sleeves; the 
third time he would be loaded with

hange still and starve.” 

Among the rules issued by Raleigh 
for the governing of his South Ameri- 
can expedition in 1617 was that no 
man should be allowed to gamble for 
his arms or clothes “on the pain of 
being disarmed and made a swabber 
of the ship.” A general punishment 
for blasphemy at this time was for 
the offender to be bound to the main- 
mast with an tron bit between his 
teeth, the alternative being a scraping 
of the tongue. All sorts of odd and 
frequently hideous punishmente-fre to 
be found described in old manuscripts. 
In 1775.a man found drunk aboard or 
ashore was taken care of until the 
following morning, when fn the pres- 
ence of the ship's company he was 
presented with a pint of salt water, 
which he had to drink. 

The dreaded “cat” is probably the 
best known of these old naval pun- 
ishments. Whipping was provided for 
at least as long ago as the fifteenth 
century, and in Drake's time the reg- 
olar trouncing of the ship's boys by 
the boatswaln on Monday morning 
was regarded as the only means of 
insuring a fair wind for the rest of 
the week.—ClHicago News. 


Modest Kit Carson. 

. er. (Kit) Carson touched the 
wild life of the west at more points 
than any other person of ‘any time. 
But he was always modest, declares a 
writer in the Century Magazine, and 
dislikede-anything which savored of 
flattery.

A COINER OF WORDS. 


Mirabeau’s Busy Grain Enlarged the 
World's Vocabulary. 

The authorities seem to assign the 
origin of the word aristocrat to the 
French Revolution, which coined its 
opposite, democrat. Oddly enough, the 
word seems to bave been first applied 
to our harmless military order, the 
CincinnatL 

When the Cincinnati was organized 
in 1783 a storm of objection was rails 
ed. One of the pamphlets that de 
nounced the military order, of which 
Washington was the head, fell into the 
hands of Mirabeau, who immediately 
made it the subject of a slashing tract 
in which be called the society unre 
publican, un-American and much else 
that was not complimentary. 

To cap the climax, he wrote, “Les 
Cincinnati sont donc des nobles, des 
aristocrates, de vrais patriciens!” (The 
Cincinnati, then, are nobles, aristo- 
crats, veritable patricians} The word 
was born, Mirabeau, perhaps the ablest 
Frenchman of the time, liked the new 
word so well that he repeated it sev 
eral times. 

His pamphlet was written tn 1785, 
and since no Paris publisher was will- 
ing to take risks with an essay 80 
strongly republican it was printed ip 
London in 1788 The word was accept- 
ed in many languages and led to the 
formation of many similar words, like 
democrat, autocrat, theocrat, plutocrat, 
bureaucrat and others, In 1785, when 
Mirabeau wrote, there was bo prece- 
dent for such words unless it were the 
French form of certain Greek names, 
like Socrate, Isocrate, Hippocrate. 

Mirabeau’s busy brain and facile 
tongue added-several other useful words 
to the world’s vocabulary. Capitalist, 
bonhomie, parvenu, Anglo-American, 
primary meeting, veto (as a noun) and

follage in midsummer. Trees are often 
killed as a result of repeated defolla- 
tion. A short crop of frult follows a 
severe attack by this insect, on account 
of the weakened condition of the tree. 

The slugs appear twice during the 
year, and trees should be sprayed as 
soon as they appear. In central lowa 
the slugs appear, first, abdut the mid- 
dle of June; second, about the third 
week in July. 

Insect powder can be used against 
these slugs by merely dusting it over 
the leaves. Hellebore may be used 
either in a dry or a liquid form. It 
must be fresh for effective use. For 
a dry application use hellebore, one 
pound to five pounds of alr slaked lime, 
For a Haquid application use it one 
pound to a barrel of water. Lead ar 
senate (prepared), two pounds in fifty 
gallons of water, was effective. 

Paris green, a pound in 150 gallons 
of water, was also effective. Some 
quicklime, about a pound to each fifty 
gallons of water, should be added to 
the spray to prevent’ burning of the 
leaves.

The two men met on Bloody island 
Avg. 12, 1817. The encounter took 
place at a distance of thirty feet. Lu 
eas fell with a bullet in his neck upon 
the exchange of shots. Upon the ad- 


‘ vice of seconds Lucas declared bimself 


satisfied. The men shook hands and 
went to their bomes. The wound was 
not dangerous. A few days later the 
two men met on the street again, and, 
like two schoolboys, another fight was 
planned. This time it was to be at a 
distance of only ten feet. Lucas was 
mogally wounded. Benton was unin- 
jured. He approached the dying man, 
according to custom, and expressed his 
sorrow. Lucas flashed forth an accu 
sation of murder, but a few minutes 
Inter before dying he recanted and ex- 
pressed his forgiveness. 

But the first duel that ever took 
place on Bloody island was fought in 
1810 between Dr. Farrar and James A. 
Graham. One of Dr, Farrar’s friends 
challenged Gratiam, but the challenge 
was refused on the ground that Far- 
rar’s friend was not a gentleman. Dr. 
Farrar was then hnder obligation to 
defend the honor of his friend. This 
challenge was uceepted, and as a re 
suit Grabam was severely injured and 
died after months of suffering. 

A second duel on Bloody island oc- 
curred in 1816 between Captain Henry 
8. Geyer and Captain George H. Ken- 
of the war of 
1812 Captain Geyer was for many 
years a leader to Missouri politics and 
state’s most able Inwyers.

In the meantime her mother is act 
ing as regent, which is merely & ¢On- 
tinuation of office, for during the last 
four years the late grand uke was 
incapacitated by. mental and physical 
paralysis; the burden of state affaires 
thus falling entirely ugon the shoul- 
ders of his consort. 

That a young, pretty, high-spirited 
girl should become ruler over & Gomi 
munity numbering some quarter of a 
million persons is in. itself unusual 
enough to evoke more than ordinary 
interest. But there is more in it even 
than this. The ruler of Luxembourg 
is possessed of virtually, autocratio 
sovereignty, for the small legislative 
body is only in session for four months 
of the year, and has hardly any pow- 
ers of restraint upon the monarch, 

Moreover, there is a great fortune . 
to be included, worth some $50,000,000 
wich fa hers by every right, and 
makes her quite or gare of the 
civil list of $40,000 odd. This) fortune 
was amassed for the most part by ‘9 
Dukes of Nassau, previous to 1506, 
when they were driven into Austrian 
exile, thrqugh the prosperity of Mon- 
aco’s forerunner, Wiesbaden, once the 
gambler’s paradise, and other places 
of a similar nature.

ECONOMY IN BUILDIN«. 


Does every farmer realize that a 
square building can be built cheap- 
er than one in the shape of an ob- 
long, although the floor space is the 
same? To understand this, observe 
a particular example, writes Mr. 
L. Edie. 

In a square building that mea- 
sures 40x40 feet, there will be 1,- 
600 square feet of floor space, the 
distance around the building will 
be 160 feet, or there will be siles 
to the equivalent of 160 feet wide. 

But if, as is often the case, the 
buildings were made 100x16 feet, 
this distance around the building 
or the total width of the four sides 
would be 232 feet, while the floor 
space would be 1,600 square feet. 

Although these two buildings will 
have the eame floor space, yet the 
man will have to pay for building 
72 feet more of sides in the oblong 
building. There will be a similar 
waste in the construction of the 
roof of the oblong barn. 

Supposing that 1,000 square feet 
of lumber would need to be bought, 
the lumber alone would cost about 
$30 at least. When the extra labor 
used in the building, the cost of re- 
pairs and the interest on this sum 
are considered, anyone cam under- 
stand that it is an expénse to be 
avoided. 

Probably this matter is of the 
most importance in the construc- 
tion of poultry houses and dairy 
buildings; although even in such 
buildings the form cannot always 
be made square, yet the arrange- 
ment can be made in such a way 
that there will be no needless 
waste. 

In arranging fields the same 
points should be observed. In two 
ten-acre fields, one 40x40 rods, the 
other 80x20 rods, the former will 
require 1,600 rods of fence, the lat- 
ter 2,000 rods. This extra 40 rods 
of fence would cost about $10 and 
the annual repairs about $2. 

This may seem a simple matter 
and yet a litle forethought in this 
way would save many farmers no 
small amount of money. 


WATERING COWS. 

Inasmuch as it has been proved 
by actual experiment that the av- 
erage cow will drink 1,600 pounds 
of water-a month, great care should 
be exercised to provide her with 
water. That is true enough, but 
there are two other points that need 
to be also included. 

One—This water should be pure. 
Impure water is just as hurtful to 
the health and vigor of a cow as it 
is to a human being. It produces 
disease just the same. It reduces 
the amount of milk the cow would 
naturally give. 

Two—The water should be easy of 
access for the cow, both in the pas- 
ture and the barnyard. With a 
large herd of cows, say 30 to 50, it 
is a good plan to have two or three 


{| watering tanks in the yard, where 


the cows are watered out of doors. 
It is worth while also to have a man 
remain in the yard while they are 
drinking, to drive the master cows 
away from the tanks as soon as they 
have drunk their fill. In turning 
cows out to dfink, it is a good plan 
to first turn out the underlings 
and the most timid ones, giving 
them plenty of time to get what 
water they want undisturbed. Lots 
of money can be lost with a herd of 
cows by one indifferent or careless 
on this water question. 


ECONOMICAL FEEDING. 


It is not always the heaviest feed- 
ers who get the best result. Every 
animal requires certain nutrients, 
that enable it to perform its best 
work. If these nutrients are not 
supplied in the proper proportion, 
it means that the animal must con- 


sume and adjust larger amounts of | 


some of the elenients that it can 
use, in order to get enough of the 
others. Economical feeding requires 
that nutrients be supplied to ani- 
mals in the proportion needed. As 
a rule, farm feeds are ‘lacking in 
protein. If one is feeding corn- 
stalks or wild hay, the farm grains 
will supply enough protein to meet 
the animals’ needs for best work. 
This is especially true of dairy 
cows and young stock. When this 
form of roughage must be fed, some 
such feed as bran, middlings or oil- 
meal must form a reasonable pro- 
portion of the grain ration, in order 
that the protgin supply may be 
maintained. ;
